Magnificent Whi'e House Recep. 
lion in Honor of 1902 


Over 8,000 Persons Erter Doors of 
Mansion and Are Received by 
President and Mrs. Roose- 
velt—Some of Those 
Present. 


Washington, January 1.—President 
Roosevelt's first public reception was at- 
tended more largely than any New 
Year's reception in a number of years. 
In all 8,100 persons filed through the 
white house and shook hands wifh the 
president. Mr. Hooseveit, on being ap- 
prised that the crowd in /Jine outside the 
white house was unusuclly large, gave 
orders that the gates should not be 
closed until the last person desiring to 
Go so had an opportunity to pay his re- 
spects, 

The reception began promptly at Il 
o'clock and it was 2:30 o’clock before 
the last person in line had been pre- 
sented to the president and a quarter of 
‘an hour later before the reception came 
to an end. The weather was delightful, 
being ciear and crisp, that hard- 
ship was suffered by’ the throng that 
Waited for hours before admission to the 
white house. The reception was in every 
Way successful, the attendance not only 
being large, but the decorations really 
beautiful, the arrangements perfect and 
the president in excelient spirits. ‘lo 
each person he extended a cordial happy 
New Year, and Mrs. Roosevelt was equal- 
ly nie aM to each of those who filed 
past the line in the biuve parlor, where 
the receiving party stood. Miss Alice 
Roosevelt was conspicuous amorg those 
assisting at the reception. A party of 
her young girl friends by invitation also 
participated in the function. 

Aglow with Electric Lights. 

The interior of the mansion was aglow 
with a myriad of electric lights and to 
this was added the beauty of a profusion 
of ftiowers, plants and vines, banked 
about the mantels and draped _ frorn 
chandeliers and walls. ‘he fioral deco- 
rations reached their height of effective- 
ness in the east room. Here the great 
crystal chandeliers were . looped with 
Bmilax, while the recesses of the chamber 
Were banked with poinsetta blossoms, 
Degonias and tall ferns. In the red and 
blue parlors there was the same effec- 
tive disposition of flowers and plants, 
the flaming red of the poinsetta being 
most apparent everywhere.

Exactiy at 11 o’clock a fanfare from 
three trumpeters, stationed at the fur- 
ther end of the main corridor, announced 
the approach of the president and the 
receiving party. At the. same moment 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt appeared 
at the upper landing of the corridor, 
and arm in arm descended the stair- 
way, while the marine band broke in 
“Hail to the Chief.’ ‘The president bow- 
ed as fie passed along, frequently giving 
a cheery response to the New Year's 
greetings extended to him tiem those 
in the linc. Mrs. Roosevelt held in her 
hand a superb bouquet of pink orchids.

Miller, of the State Colored college at 
Orangeburg. ‘‘Learn to Labor and to 
Wait’ was the Keynote of the address, 
which was opened by a glowing tribute 


'to Abraham Lincoln and Fred Douglass.

Governor Discusses Local Option as 
a Settlement of the © Liquor 
Question—Blow Is Struck 
at Excessive Munici- 
pal Salaries. 


Albany, 
Odell devotes considerable space in his 
message to a discussion particularly .ap- 
plicable to New York city. In one di- 
vision of the message the governor ob- 
gerves that the almost total abolition of 
state taxes will bring home to the tax- 
payers the fact that his expenditures 
are to be peculiarly local, and if they are 
excessive the remedy rests with him to 
rebuke those who are charged with the 
administration of his local affairs. 

The legislature is recommended to 
frame a law which will give the state 
board of tax commissioners greater pow- 
er to enforce the rule against excessive 
as well as low assessments and to make 
the state board a reviewing court to in- 
vestigate and correct inequalities in. the 
matter of assessments and thus become 
not only a mediator as between counties 
of the state, but also serve to protect the 
rights of individuals in each locality. 

The governor also suggests that there 
should also be a safe margin go enable 
each local legislative body to absolutely 
fix and determine the percentage of to- 
tal income to be expended for salaries. 
In looking over the salary list of the city 
of New York, he says, it will be found 
that there are several officials who re- 
seive a larger salary than the governor 
of the state or the cabinet officials of the 
United States, and it cannot be claimed

Local Option Discussed. 
Discussing the correlated subjects of 
sumptuary legislation and local .option, 


“Local option ag it delates to the liquor 
traffic is understood as meaning that in 
ail communities other than cities the in- 
habitants thereof shall have the right 
tv determine whether the liquor shall 
be sold in such communities six days of 
the week and upon the determination 
of that question the excise department 
predicates its administration. ‘his right 
was given because before the enactment 
of the present excise law it was. within 
the power of the voters in the munici- 
palities and villages to absolutely pro- 
hibit the sale of liquor by electing or 
appointing a board opposed to the grant- 
ing of such license. It is a well known 
fact that in the original draft of the 
state cénstitution the same rights as 
to local option were sought to be given 
the municipalities and that they do not 
possess them is due to the opposition 
of their own representatives. There can 
be no objection to submitting this same 
question to the voters of the cities if 
it is so desired, as it will be treating all 
parts of the state alike. But if by local 
option is meant the right to determine 
whether the doors of the saloons may 
legally remain open on ‘Sundays, then 
a different proposition is presented and 
a departure is proposed from the fixed 
rules which have governed the admin- 
istration of our excise laws, and it then 
becomes a question which concerns not 
only a particular city, but every section 
of our state. Wach locality owes to all 
others a due regard for their rights and 
convictions, and thelr moral and physi- 
eal comfort. No such departure should 
therefore be sanctioned nor power dele- 
gated to lecalities touching, as this 
would, upon the fundamental principles 
which have had their growth from the 
foundation of our country, unless clearly 
desired by a majority of the people of 
the state. Before submitting a _ refer- 
endum to the cities the whole question 
should be passed upon by the people at 
large in the same manner as were the 
provisions which gave the mayors the 
right to veto and other features of home 
rule now guaranteed them by the con- 
stitution enacted in 1894. 
“If open saloons should be allowed in 
the more eccsmopolitan cities, demands 
would socn follow for licenses in other 
branches of busircss and might reach 
an extent that would arouse the con- 
sciences of every man and everv woman 
in our commonwealth who believe not 
only in a dav of rast. but in rendering 
to God, who has blessed us as a nation, 
the homage that is due Him” 

Cost of Receiverships. 
The excessive cost of receiverships of 
public or semi-public institutions is given 
attention in the meseage, the evils of the 
present system being illustrated by the 
fact that the tota! expenses involved in 
the ‘iquiditicn of the affairs of seventy 
corporations during the past ten years 
have been $1,666,223.84. 
The governor. therefcre recommends 
the amendment or the banking and im 
surance laws so as to provide that all 
affecting insurance and 
banking corporations under the control 
of the state banking and insurance de- 
partments shall not only be instituted 
by such departments respectively, but 
that they shal} be placed absolutely un- 
der their control during the liquidation. 

The governor expressus his approval of 
the propositicn to make the tax upon 
mortgages on realty five mills, which 
would produce an annual revenue of 
$3,000,000 and inerease the revenues from 
indirect taxation to an amomt almost 
ecual to the anrual requirements of the 
stat> In order to remedy the evasion 
of tax laws by corporations the govern- 
or suggests that local assessors be given 
authority to compe! corporations ty fur- 
nish lists of stockholdings. 

Concerning the canal situation thé gov- 
ernor recommends that two propositions 
be submitted to the people. The first of 
these is that the locks be enlarged to a 
1,000 ton barge capacity and the construc- 
tion of a 9-foot channe] from the Hudson 
river to the Rexford flats. The second 
proposition is that the canal be deepened 
to a uniform depth of 9 feet. The cost of 
carrying out the latter project would be 
$15,076,736. 

The governor alsg recommends that no 
railway company be permitted to cross 
canal bridges unless an agreement igs 
made to strengthen and keep in repair 
the structure, 

In view of the fact that had President 
McKinley: survived the assault of Czol- 
gosz the latter could only have been sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment, Gov- 
ernor Odell recommends that on a charge 
of assault with intent to kill a sentence 
of twenty-five years by imposed. 

To Amend Divorce Laws. 

The governor recommends that the di- 
vorce laws be amended so that a decree 
shall not be absolute until six months 
after it is granted. 

In directing attention to the excessive 
and increasing cost of maintaining public 
institutions, Governor Odell seeks ‘‘to 
impress upon the legislature that the time 
has come to call a hait and to demon-

ANILA, Philippine Islands—The 
M Laguna de Bay. trip was interest- 
ing principa'ly because it took us 
to the scene of much of the fighting in 
the early days of the ;trouble ‘with the 
Filipinos. .This bay 1s really’an inland 
lake, reached by going ‘up the Pasig. Our 
first stop was at the suburb of Santa 


Mesa, which was the scene of the first 
fighting with the insurgents. We went to 
San Juan bridge, where the Nebreska 
regiment sentry was stationed <:n the 
morning of the 5th of’ February, 1899, 
when he fired the shot ‘that started the 
war. The Filipinos, it: will be recalled, 
had their sentries on one side of the 
bridge while the Amertcan sentries were 
on the other. Upon several occasions the 
Filipinos had insisted on sending. their 
men across the bridge and placing them 
within the line claimed by the Ameri- 
cans, Finally Colonel Stotsenberg, who 
was in command of the Nebraskans, Jaid 
down the law that this must not occur 
again. This order was not heeded, but 
on the morning of the 5th of February 
en insurg2nt sentry wes pushed across 
the bridge. The Nebraskan sentry fired 
at him, this first shot being followed by 
a fusillade ficm the Filipinos brought on 
all the trouble. Our officers have always 
believed that the action of the Filipinos 
was premeditated, ‘their purpose being to 
bring on a clash‘ before more American 
troops could be brought in. 

On our way back/from San Juan bridge 
we were given a glimpse of a typical 
Manila rope walk. This is about half a 
mile long and'a number of men were 
working in it winding the rope for which 
Manila hemp-is famous ‘the: world over. 

Proceeding on up the river in the 
launch which had carried.us from Gov- 
ernor Taft’s, we passed a number of lit- 
tle towns both along the bank of the 
river and back from it, which served to 
show how thickly alt this section of the 
country is settled. We reached ‘San Pe- 
dro Macati about noon. This is the point 
from whicn Genera] Lawton started on 
his expedition to Santa Cruz: About 1 
o'clock we were in the Laguna de Bay, 
a broso expanse of water divided into 
three arms. This is the center of one of 
the most fertile sections of Luzon, and 
was for a very long time a sort of head-

Héere I saw the famous “Black Jesus,”’ 
which played an important part in aiding 
the Filipinos in this section.

ested us more than anything else were 
two images or pieces of wax-work placed 
at the foot of a broad stairway. One of 
flowing blue robe, the other was the 
Black Jesus, with black curly hair, not 
kinky, flowing to the shoulders. These 
were almost life-size, This image was re- 
cently captured from Caiballos, who 'was 
second in command with Cailles, but who 
declined to surrender with his chief. He 
is now believed to be operating under 
Malvar. 

Natives having brought in to our offi- 
cers stories of a wonderful black god or 
prophet who was assisting the insurgents 
by urging the Filipinos to furnish money 
and produce, our men finally captured it. 

This Black Jesus business is not new 
with the present generation of Filipinos, 
but has been used before to appeal to the 
credulity of the masses. The image is 
made, through the medium of ventrilo- 
quism, to issue orders for the furnishing 
of morpey and supplies to Filipino fighting 
men. After a good deal of trouble a party 
of Americans found the Black Jesus and 
secured $417 that had been raised in the 
way I have described. It is believed that 
a great deal more has been rajsed through 
the medium of thig image from the poor 
deluded Filipinos. 

The ride back down the river revealed 
nothing new, although the native life 
was full of interest. See one of these lit- 
tle Filipino towns, however, and you have 
seen them all; that is, of course, outside 
of the Moro country, for they are a people 
distinct and in all respects apart from 
the Filipinos. We got back in time to 
attend the afternoon reception given by 
Mrs. Taft and there met most of the lead- 
ing Filipinos who are associated with 
the civil government and a number of 
Filipino lawyers and business men who 
hold no office and want none. From the 
people of the little river towns to these 
educated and wealthy Filipinos is a pret- 
ty far cry, but the gulf that separates 
them is no greater than that which makes 
class distinctions in any other country. 


Wreck of the Spanish Navy. 

In reading of the operations about Ma- 
nila I had always wondered how it was 
that after the Americans ‘had secured 
control of Manila they were still given 
trouble at and around Cavite. Our first 
landing was made at Cavite by the ma- 
rines who had been sent ashore after 
Dewey had spoiled the breakfast to which 
the gallant Spanish officers were getting 
ready to sit down when Uncle George 
swooped down and administered such a 
rude jarring to Castilian pride. When 
the sun rose that first day of May the 
Spanish had a fleet in Asiatic waters of 
which they expected wonderful things. 
They were very proud of it and on paper 
it seemed formidable enough, but within 
a few hours it had ceased to exist. 

I suppose technically there was not so 
very much to be proud of in the Dewey 
victory so great was the advantage of 
our fleet, but we will continue to make 
heroes of Dewey and his men, and it is 
right we should. Taking into considera- 
tion the land fortifications and figuring 
upon the relatively greater value-if a 
great gun on land as compared with a 
similar gun at sea, Dewey was nominally 
overmatched or would have been had the 
gallant fellows in the Spanish army and 
navy not been made the victims of con- 
stant dishonesty and official rottenness. 

I do not recall whether it was in this 
connection or not that the reference 
“sad but glorious day for Spain” was 
made, but no man who hears the story 
of this naval battle at Cavite and sees 
the wrecks of Spanish gunboats still 
sticking out of the water can help feel- 
ing that while the result may have been 
best for the working out of the problems 
of civilization and while it was, indeed, a 
glorious victory for the United States 
fleet, the record of individual bravery 
made by the Spaniards is one of which 
Spain has a right to be proud. They 
fought splendidly, these Spaniards, in the 
face of certain death. Twice did Admli- 
ral Montojo have to transfer his flag 
because of the sinking or the burning. of 
the ship he was on. He was terribly 
overmatched, as events proved, and 
would have been abundantly justified in 
striking his colors,, but he and his men 
quit fighting only when they had noth- 
ing left to figtt with.

Near these 
the top of the smoKestacks and other 
parts of the Reina Christina, one of the 
big Spanish cruisers which was sunk, 
stick up through the water. Passing on 
inside to the inner bay or harbor at the 
navy yard a number of other wrecks were 
discovered. On the docks there were sev- 
eral of the smaller gunboats which had 
been pulled out of the water and were 
undergoing repairs in the hope that they 
might be useful to ‘our people out here 
around these islands. 

We went ashore and found a very pret- 
ty station. There was no evidence in the 
appearance of the buildings that they had 
been disturbed at all by Dewey’s shots. 
The quarters of. the navy officers and of 
the marines were, bright and clean and 
with their surroundings of tropical foli- 
age made a peaceful and pretty scene on 
this Sunday in early September. 

We were the guests of the marine offi- 
cers that day, and on the way to their 
quarters passed a monument which was 
pointed out as an excellent illustration of 
the way the Spaniards did things over 
here.

BY HS OWN HAND 
M.RLAUDSON DIES 


Shocking Tragedy Follows Closely 
_ hfler Cremation of Father 


While His Wife Slept He Placed 
Muzzle in His Mouth . and 
Fired the Shot That 
Brought Instantane- 


ous Death. oe 


Eatonton, Ga., January 1.—(Special.)— 
While suffering from a temporary mental 
aberration Marshall R. Hudson, of this 
place, shot and killed himself in this city 
last night. The deed is supposed to have 
been prompted by the grief of Mr. Hud- 
son over the tragic death of his aged 
father, who was burned to death here 
about three weeks ago. | 

When the news reached town early this 
morning that Marshall R. Huason was 
dead and that he had killed himself the 
entire community was shocked. Coming, 
as it did, right upon the heels of the re- 
cent awful death of his father, Colonel 
John R. Hudson, the intelligence seemed 
the more terrible. 

Marshall was the only child of his 
father and was well known over the coun- 
ty. In consequence of his recent con- 
nection with the Georgia railroad as 
traffic agent, he had made many acquaint- 
ances and friends elsewhere. He leaves a 
widow and two sons. John. and Scott 
Hudson, his two sons, who are bright 
young men of promise. 

It seems that Marshall Hudson had 
been more or less despondent ever since 
the death of his father and had more 
than once recently threatened to end his 
life. This was laughed off by his friends 
and soon forgotten. 

Prepared for the Suicide. 

On rising this morning about 7 o'clock, 
and while his wife still slept, he deliber- 
ately pfepared for the deed by getting his 
gun and wrapping himself up in a blank- 
et. Standing in front of the fire, which a 
servant had only a few minutes before 
made, he placed the muzzle of the loaded 
gun in his mouth and fired. The entire 
load passed through his head, scattering, 
his brains over the room. His terrified

band fall a corpse.to the floor. Death was 
instantaneous. 

It was only about @ year and a half 
ago that Marshall Hudson, at the death: 
of an aunt, Mrs, August R. Moseley, in- 
herited her estate, consisting of some 
cash and 1,200 or 1,500 acres of land, and 
at the recent death of his father he fell 
heir to his property, consisting of about 
2,500 acres of land, a valuable grist mill 
property, live stock and cattle. From a 
business standpoint it seemed that for- 
tune was smiling upon him and that a 
bright, prosperous future awaited him. 

The definite cause of the rash act is not 
known. The remains will be buried in

Ba- 
coor is one of a half dozen or more sta- 
tions in his district along the bay shore. 
I think he told me it extended for twenty- 
eight miles and that does not carry him 
clear up to Manila. This will give an 
idea of the extent of the territory lying 
between Cavite and Manila and when you 
consider that Cavite Province was al- 
ways a hot-bed of insurrection, that 
Aguinaido’s home was here, and that 
the members of his family and his 
friends still live around here, you will 
see why it is that. although Cavite 
seems to be right close to Manila on 
the map, it is possibile to have contin- 
ued trouble here even. with the army 
absolutely dominant in the city. 

These marine officers, by the way, 
bear the same testimony with regard to 
the certainty of future trouble with the 
Filipinos that has gome to me from of- 
ficers of the army not only through the 
southern islands but.men who are sta- 
tioned in the different parts of Luzon. 
“I hope, of course, it will not come,”’ 
said Lieutenant Halford, a Washington 
boy, nephew of Major Elijah Halford, 
who was so long stationed at Atlanta, 
“but all of us feel positive that it Is 
only a question of time when we have 
more trouble through here. The Fili- 
pinos do not like us and they are only 
waiting a better opportunity before fight- 
ing again. We are on the lookout for it 
to come at any time.” 

Aguinaldo’s home is at Cavite Vieja 
where he has a quite handsome home, 
the chief decoration of which is-a ceti- 
ing in colors representing ‘the apothe- 
osis of freedom for the Filipinos. For 
the whole of the stretch between there 
and Manila every inch of the way was 
stubbornly fought over, and although 
the ‘Americans finally secured posses- 
sion and hold it today, those who are 
most familiar with the natives believe 
that the time will come and, perhaps, 
soon when there will be more trouble, 
The Cavite province was the home and 
the starting point of all of the insurrec- 
tions against Spain and although the 
men protest that they are. ‘‘amigos,"’ 
the chances are that the insurrecto habit 
is strong enough to call them back svhen- 
ever they find a leader who believes the 
time is ripe. 

Getting ashore at Bacoor was a good 
deal of a proposition. Our launch could 
not run within half a mile of the shore 
and we had to rely on a couple of ban- 
coes navigiuted by three or four natives 
each, and these were anything: but com- 
fortable methods of conveyance. We 
were in imminent danger of being upset 
several times during the trip ashore 
and back and as it was we took on 
enough water to give everybody a and

Athens, Ga., January 1.—(Special)—Hon, 
J. F.. Rhodes was inaugurated as mayor 
of Athens today at noon, succeeding 
Mayor Edward I. Smith, who had held 
this position for the past four years. He 
was chosen as mayor in November by the 
largest majority ever given a candidate 
for the mayoralty, attesting the high re- 
gard of his many ftiends. 

Mayor Rhodes, on taking charge of his 
office, delivered an inaugural address of 
such force that by the unanimous vote of 
council it was spread on the minutes. 
The address deals with the questions in- 
volved in keeping down the tax rate to 
its present figures of 1 per cent and sug- 
gests a number of remedies, some of 
which will no doubt be adopted. 

The new mayor is a native of Paoli, 
Madison county, having been born there 
forty-two years ago. He is the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Rhodes, who are stil!

Mayor Rhodes has been a citizen of 
Athens nearly all his life, having come 
here when a chiid of 2 years.

The second feature of Governor 
Odell’s message to which we alluded 
is the section dealing with local op- 
tion in the matter of the_retail liquor 
traffic. At present the people of town- 
ships and counties not containing 
cities of certain classes may decide 
py ballot, under local option, whetaer 
or not they will license the retail 
sale of intoxicating liquors. To that 
policy the governor adheres and evi- 
dently believes it a sufficient statute 
under the conditions that exist in the 
state. But he found himself faced by 
a proposal to legislate local option 
into the cities for the purpose of al- 
lowing New York city, and other cities 
of like desire, to vote for open saloons 
on Sunday. To this proposition Gov- 
ernor Odell emphatically says the 
local option principle should pot ap- 
ply. 

Sunday saloons, in his view, would 
be radical innovations upon the time- 
honored customs, moral ideas and con- 
scientious scruples of so large a pro- 
portion of the people that they should 
not be established without the ap- 
proval of the majority vote of the en- 
tire state electorate. This is a novel 
and refreshing view of that much 
mooted question and will probably 
cause some hard thinking among the 
broad-gauge clergy and the bibulous, 
laity who had combined, in Greater 
New York notably, to effect this con- 
tinental scheme of Sunday saloons. 
But the governor is right. Private 
convenience and common decency owe 
something to the basic cult of the 
country and the consciences of those 
whose piety, sobriety and law-abiding 
habits are the real mainstays of sv-. 
ciety and the state. 


Mr. Moody’s Maunderings. 

The celebrated Middlesex Club had 
a dinner in Boston on Saturday and 
the principal speaker was Represen- 
tative Moody, the Massachusetts con- 
gressman who has introduced the 
question of a reduction of southern | 
representation into congress. That 
subject was the theme of his phrenetic 
forty minutes of oratory. To say that 
he churned the New England con- 
science—that conveniently’ § elastic 
idealism that can trail its robes of 
righteousne#s over distant lands and 
opportunely hold its nose at Lome—to 
waves of enthusiasm and cyclones of 
applause, goes without the saying. At 
the end of his output he was given 
three cheers extra as “a true type of 
the Massachusetts congressman’’— 
God save the mark! 

It would be but raking over dry 
rot to dissect the body of Mr. Moody’s 
remarks to his stall-fed and purblind 
constituents. It will be enough among 
sane citizens to speak a moment of 
the central text of his sophistical 
harangue. He phrased it thus: 

“The right of suffrage is no longer 
under the exclusive and absolute con- 
trol of the states.” 

This ipse dixit may be quite satis- 
lying to the ignorant and prejudiced 
negrophilists of Boston and its en- 
virons, and it has been‘sometimes al- 
leged in other south-baiting centers. of 
tne east and west, but it will not stand 
the test of facts and public faith. * 

lu. is true that the radical marplots 
of the rump congresses in the recon- 
struction era forced fanatical legisla- 
tures to ratify the thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments to 
the constitution, Yet, while the purpose 
was plainly to divest the states of the 

exclusive and absolute control” of} 
the suffrage, no way was found to do 
the work, except by indirection and 
such subsequent implication as Mr. 
Moody is now relying upon. The 
northern states themselves would not 
nave submitted, even at that time, to 
the adoption of any amendment spe- 
cifically saying that “the right of suf- 
frage is no longer under the exclusive 
and absolute control of the states.” In- 
aeed, most of them have since acted 
for themselves in direct repudiation 
of such a proposition. 

The Moody crusade is launched pri- 
marily against the representation of 
the state of Louisiana, and is predi- 
cated upon the constitutionality of the 
so-called “grandfather” clause in the 
constitution of that state. Yet does 
not the state of Louisiana have the 
sovereign right and power to “exclu- 
sively and absolutely control” the 
right of suffrage within her jurisdic- 
tion? Did she not deliberately elect 
to do so in the face of the warning 
of her two democratic senators that 
she might thereby lose a part of her 
representation in congress? She has 
accepted the choice given her and 
elected to lose representation in con- 
gress, if that penalty can be lawfully 
enforced against her. But, all the 
same, she still has the “exclusive and 
absolute control” of the right of suf- 
frage within her own borders. 

It only remains to be seen whether 
Mr. Moody and his coparceners in the 
anti-southern crusade can get the rep- 
resentatives of the other states in the 
union to lay the lasn on Louisiana that 
likewise must rebound upon their 
own backs? Are they ready to inter- 
pret the fourteenth amendment by jot 
and tittle in the Louisiana case and 
thereby open upon themselves the 
floodgates of that foreign tide of ig- 
norance and. anarchism that sweeps 
in with almost every immigrant ship 
from Italy, Polish Russia and other 
European purlieus of discontent? We 
imagine that a few days of honest de- 
bate will put a frost on the Moody 
scheme that will make Jonah’s gourd 
aback number. 


The Battle That Is Due. 

The expectation seems to be gen- 
eral that were will be “something do- 
ing’ at the national capital after the 
holidays are done.

The president 
calla a man to his cabinet because he 
wishes to have the benefit of his advice, 
often expressed in an entirely private 
way Both of McKinley’s Pennsylvania 
appointments are said to have bten of 
this character.

Commissioner of Agriculture O. B. Ste- 
vens returned yesterday from Dawson, 
where he has been spending the holidays, 
aad he tells a story of Georgia raised 
“ys which many others might well prof- 

y. 

“On the places of A. J. Carver and Will 
Dillon, near Dawson, I saw 200 of the 
finest hogs to be found anywhere in 
Georgia,” he said. “They are being fat- 
tened. for the Atlanta market and within 
a few weeks will be shipped here and 
sold. 

“These hogs now average in weight 2% 
pounds. Their owners began to fatten 
them on cotton seed meal fifteen days 
ago, and they will be fed fifteen days 
longer on the same material, after which 
they will be shipped to market. It is 
calculated that they gain two pounds a 
day in the fattening process, and by the 


pe Se 
a 


time they are ready for shipment ‘they 
will average 2%0 pounds each. 

‘These hogs will bring In Atlanta about 
6% cents per pound, gross, or a total of 
$3,125. And the beauty ‘of ft is the 
cost of fattening them will not over | 
3 cents: per pound. The clear eae’ 
therefore, on these hogs will be $1,625.” 

Commissioner Stevens was enthusiastic 
on the subject. He believes south Geor- 
gia is rapidly coming to the front in cat- 
tle and hog raising, and this, he says, is 
one of the best illustrations of what can 
be done and of what is being done’ by 
some he has seen in a iong time. Not 
only are these hogs being raised in Geor- 
gia, but they are going to a Georgia 
market.

Efforts To Prevent Consolida- 
tion of Northern Pacific 
and Other Roads. 


JUDGE LOCHRIN GIVES 
DECISION ON INJUNCTION 


He Dissolved It and Refused Plain- 
tiff the Privilege To Give a 
Bond on Appeal from His 
Decision—State Officers 
Fighting the Deal. 


Minneapolis, December 31.—Judg& Wil- 
liam Lochren, of the United States cir- 
cuit court, today dissolved the temporary 
injunction issued in the case of Peter 
Power against the Northern Pacific Ra 
way Company by Judge Elliott, of the 
district of Hennepin county, Monday. 

The injunction restrained the Northern 
Pacific from issuing any evidences of in- 
debtedness to retire the preferred stock 
of the company or to retire the pre- 
ferred stock in any other manner than 
by the use of the surplus net earnings of 
the road. 

It also restrained the Northern Pacific 
and its officers from entering into any 
agreement or doing any act by which the 
road would be consolidated or merged 
through the medium of the Northern §e- 
curities Company with the Great North- 
ern or the Burlington. 

After the decision was made orally by 
Judge. Loehren at the close of a day’s 
argument by the attorneys for beth sides 
an effort was made by the plaintiffs’ at- 
torneys to have the court fig, the amount 
of bond wihch would be required in order 
to appeal from the decision and to stay 
all further proceedings in the lower court 
pending the appeal. 

Judge Lochren refused to allow a super- 
sedeas bond in any amount to be given. 
Judge’ W. A. Lancaster, representing Mr. 
Power, the. plaintiff, asked the court: 

“Does your honor mean to say that the 
damage which would result to the North- 
ern Pacific Railway Company if an ap- 
peal from your order dissolving the tem- 
porary injunction were taken and a super- 
sedeas bond staying proceedings were 
filed, would be so great that a bond could 
not be given large enough to reimburse 
the defendant?” 

““As the question of granting a super- 
sedeas,’”’ the judge replied, ‘‘is discretion- 
ary with the court, I decline to permit 
the staying of the proceedings or the 
force of the order by a super rsedeas bond 
On appeal.’’ 

Judge Lochren- held that the Northern 
Pacific was acting within the authority 
of its charter, of the contract entered into 
between it and its stockholders as incor- 
porated in the certificates of preferred 
stock and of the agreement entered into 
November 13 in attempting to retire the 
$75,000,000 of preferred stock in the manner 
alleged by Mr. Power. He also held that 
railroad corporations could not do indi- 
rectly what the law prevented them from 
doing directly and that any method - by 
which consolidation of two or more com- 
peting and parallel Jines would be brought 
about would be illegal and a writ of in- 
junction would properly. restrain the con- 
Summation of the plan. But there was 
nothing in the case as now presented to 


him that would indicate the stockholMers 
the wWorthérn Pacific Railway Com- 


pany were attempting such a consolida- 
tion or merger. 

The case was transferred late Monday 
night by the Northern Pacific Railway 
Company from the state to the federal 
court’ and an*order to show cause, return- 
able this morning why the temporary 
injunction granted by Judge Elliott 
should not be dissolved, was secured 
from Judge Lochrén and served late last 
night upon Mr. Powers’ attorneys.

Accidentally Killed Miss Ida 
Colombe While Cleaning — 
His Pistol.in Store. 


HE RUSHED HATLESS 
AND WILD TO HIS HOME 


Killed Little Boy in,Bed—Then Shot 
His Wife and Two Daughters. 
It Is Thought Bitzer Was 
Insane—Note Found in 
His Store. 


Turners Fall, Mass., December j3L— 
Louis Bitzer, a jeweler of this place, t- 
day shot five ‘persons, two of whom, his 
clerk, Miss Ida Colombe, and Bitzer’s 5- 
year-old son, are dead. His other vie- 
tims were his wife, Christina, and his 


Gaughte-, Annie, about 16 years of age. 
end Carrie, 12 years cid. It is thought 
they will recover. There Is evidence that 
it was Bitzer’s purpose also to take his 
own life, but his prompt arrest apparent- 
ly prevented him from carrying out his 
purpose. He was about 35 years of age. 

From a note left in his store by Bitzer 
it appears that while he was cleaning a 
revolver the weapon was discharged ac- 
e‘dentally and the bullet hit Miss Co- 
lcmbe in the head, killing her instantly. 
Overcome by the situation, Bitzer appar- 
ently rushed to hig home, hatless and 
wild with excitement, and began the work 
of exterminating his family. 

The little boy, fll in bed with the 
measles, was shot and killed. 

The I6-year-old daughter, Annie, was 
wounded through the left hand and in the 
ear. 

The 12-year-old: daughter, Carrie, was 
shot through the neck. 

Mrs. Bitzer was hit in the face, the 
bullet passing through the nose. 

The sound of the shots brought neigh- 
bors into the house and Bitzer was ar- 
rested. The police believe that Bitzer is 
insane. The note which they fourd in 
his store after.the affair was almost an 
incoherent jumble of words. After tell- 
ing’ of the shooting of Miss Colombe, 
Bitzer wrote that he had determined to 
go to his rkeme and end the lives of.his 
wife and children and his own. He asked 
that at his funera) the hymn, ‘Nearer, 
My God, to Thee,” be sung. He wished 
that his property should be given to his 
brother and to his mother, and ended the 
letter with an expression to the effect 
tat “God would nct blame a man for 
doing what he had done.”

SEVEN GOVERNORS AGREE. 


Plan To Defeat the Proposed Consoli- 
dation of Railroads. 


Helena, Mont., December 31.—A definite 
plan of action to defeat the proposed 
consolidation of the Northern Pacific, 
Great Northern and Burlington railway 
Systems, was today unanimously agreed 
upon by the governors’ and attorneys 
gentral of seven northwestern states ih 
Which those roads have mileage. Legal 
action will be instituted tmmediately in 
Minnesota courts with this object in 
view and, to quote Attorney General 
Douglas, of Minnesota, “the thing wit 
be fought to a finish.’”” Just how, when 
or where these suits will be brought 
neither Governor Van Sant, of Minnesota, 
nor Attorney General Douglas would 
state. -The conference adjourned late 
this afternoon, after adopting resolu- 
tions condemning the proposed merger 
as cOntrary to sound public policy and 
pledging support to any proper legal 
action which may be brought to test its 
validity. Other resolutions adopted call 
on congress to investigate the subject 
and favor the granting of power to the in- 
terstate commerce cOmmission to fix 
maximum rates On interstate business, 
The first resolution is as follows: 

“In our opinion the consolidation or 
threatened consolidation of the Great 
Northern, Northern Pacific and Burling- 
ton tTailwav systems, in the several! 
states through which they run as parallel 
and competing lines is contrary to sound 
public policy and, with the exception of 
Idaho, is in violation of the constitution 
and laws of said states, and, mindful of 
the obligation which the law imposes 
in such cases upon the officials of the 
several states here represented, we here- 
by give our unqualified approval and in 
dorsement to any proper and suitable 
proceedings which may be instituted in 
any court having jurisdiction by the 
sovereign state of Minnesota, or any 
other state affected thereby, designed 
and intended speedily and finally to test 
and determine the validity of such con- 
solidation, or threatened consolidation, 
and to that end we hereby pledge our ear- 
nest cooperation; and further, we unani- 
mously protest against any combination 
or consolidation which restricts or stifles 
free competition in the trade or commerce 
of the’ country.”’

TREASURY SHOWS MOS 
GRATIFYING RES 


Washington, December 31.—‘‘The public 
treasury is in a.condition of unexampled 
strength,” said Secretary Gage today, 
when asked to briefly review the treasury 
situation at the close of the year. 

“Only a month ago, in my annual report 
to congress, I reviewed these conditions. 
The figures for the last month 
have made but little change. For 
the calendar we show receipts in ex- 
cess of the ordinary expenditures amount- 
ing roundly to $100,000,000 dollars. Such 
an excess might have resulted in serious 
embarrassment had not the department 
been able, by means 4}f this surplus to re- 
duce the public debt in large amounts. 
Since April 1 last the treasury has re- 
deemed and cancelled United States bonds 
to the par value of $68,714,700, which have 
been applied to the sinking fund and the 
disbursement resulting therefrom was 
$72,226,845. The available cash on hand is, 
therefore, about $30,000,000 larger than the 
amount a year ago. 

“Comparing the situation as it is today 
with April 1, 1897, the result is most grati- 
fying. On the latter day the treasury 
held money of all kinds to the amount of 
$250,873,000, including $100,000,000 as a gold 
reserve, leaving, therefore, $150,000,000 as 
a cash balance. Today, in money of all 
kinds the treasury holds $296,659,000, and 
if we deduct the $150,000,000 now held as

GERMANS NOT IN HURRY 
MAKE WAR ON VENEZ 


Berlin, December 31.—Until Dr, O. 
Schmidt-Leda, the German minister to 
Venezuela, arrives at Caracas, which will 
be about January 5, nothing will be done 
by Herr Von Pilgrim-Baltazzi, the Ger- 
man charge d'affaires there, to press 
President Castro further.

The Atlanta fire department has just 
eorctuded the most remarkable year in 
its history, so far es records are con- 
cerned. 

Chief Joyner has not yet completed his 
annual report, bue the record of fires 
shows that 582 alarms were answered last 
year, as against 432 in 190). The largest 
number of alarms answered previously 
was in 1898, and numbered 438. Last year 
the department fought 144 more fires than 
during any previous year in the history 
of the organization. 

The adjusters have not completed their 
work on a number of fires and Chief 
Joyner cannot furnish an estimate of the 
loss. The loss already figured out added 
to the estimates made by insurance men 
will probably reach $500,000, perhaps a lit- 
tle more. 

Many cf the fires were in dangerous lo- 
calities and in a number of instances the 
property at risk was valued at more than 
$1,000,000. The largest fires were those in 
the Maddox building, the Lyceum thea- 
ter and the Jacobs ard Snock building.

MACON MAY GET 
FINE NEW HOTEL 


Proposed Plan Calls for Hestelry of 
260 Rooms. 


ESTIMATED COST $250,000 


The Site of the Prospective Struc- 
ture, Owned by Mrs. T.. C. 
Dempsey, Is at the Corner 
of Third and Cherry 
Streets. 


Macon, Ga., January  1.—(Special.)— 
There are good prospects for Macon to 
get a fine hotel in the near future. The 
property of Mrs. T. C. Dempsey, at the 
corner of Third and Cherry streets, is 
soon to be improved, and the improve- 
ments will be made with a view to later 
erecting a handsome 250 room hotel. 

The property.to. be improved: consists 
of several] stores, which were erected in 
1869. These stores are all filled with good 
tenants now, and some of these tenants 
cannot be made to move to allow the 
whole property to be improved at this 
time, 

It has been definitely decided to build 
three handsome stores of three stories 
each on the Third street side of the prop- 
erty, beginning March 1. These stores will 
be completed as rapidly as possible. When 
they are in condition to be used some of 
the tenants in the other section of the 
property will be allowed to use the new 
stores until the. balance of the property 
can also be improved. 

It is understood that Horne & Turpin, 
who are the agents for Mrs. Dempsey, 
have been trying to get her to erect a 
fine hotel on this property for several 
months. They are satisfied that the in- 
vestment would pay handsomely. In fact, 
it is said, on good authority, that the 
agents of Mrs. Dempsey have been offer- 
ed a rental of $12,000 per year for a hotel 
of 250 rooms on ‘this corner. It is esti- 
mated that the stores on the ground floc# 
would rent for enough to make the total 
rent for the building about $30,000 per 
year. It is estimated that the building 
figured on, to be four stories, could be 
erected at a cost of about $250,000. If the 
hotel is erected, and it now seems very 
probable, a bid would be mace for win- 
ter tourist patronage in addition to com- 
mercial business.

Man Who Killed Hamp Schri- 
ver in Glynn County Is 
Taken. 


TO FURNISH THE MUSIC 
HE IS LURED TO A DANCE 


Officers Then Cover Him with Their 
Guns and Manacle Him—Sto- 
ry’s Version of Tragedy 
Shows He Acted in 
Self-Defense. 


Brunswick, Ga., January 1.—(Special.)— 
5. H. Story, who on September 6 last 
killed Hamp Schriver in this county, was 
brought to Glynn jail from Kirkland, 
Coffee county, today. 

Story’s captors—J. L. Bullard and John 
Solomon, of Coffee—adopted novel meth- 
ods to capture Story, and interest is add- 
ed to the capture by the fact that one 
of the captors, Solomon, is said to be re- 
lated to Story. 

It seems that they knew a reward of $150 
had been offered by Governor Candler 
for Story’s apprehension and the y laid 
plans accordingly. Last night a big 
New Year's dance was arranged by them 


in Kirkland and according to;their well. 


laid plans Story, who is a good banjo 


picker, was secured to furnish the music. 
All went merry, when a sudden and start- 
Ing denouement took place on the ball 
room floor when Bullard and Solomon 
covered Story, the banjo picker, with 
their winchesters, ordering him to “Hands 
up!" Then with heavy trace chains they 
wound his neck in iron, drew the clanking 
links down to his hands and body and led 
him to the train for Brunswick. It was 
in his chain bindings that Story came to 
Brunswick this morning and as a mana- 
cled captive with two guards, one armed 
with a winchester, again walked the 
streets where last he saw day as a free 
man. 


Story’s Side of the Affair. 
Story told his side of the killing of 
Schriver this afternoon. He does not 
deny the killing of Schriver, but in ex- 
tenuation of the deed says it was abso- 


lutely forced upon him in order to save 
his life. 

According to‘Story’s side, Schriver had 
a few hours before the killing attacked 
him with a large bottle while passing him 
on the country road home and had in 
no uncertain terms warned him to leave 
the country forever. He says that after 
Schriver had beaten and left him he 
went to a friend’s house to wash the 
blood from his wounds and person be- 
fore going home, and when he started 
home he borrowed a gun to protect him 
from Schriver while en route. 

He saw nothing of Schriver then, but 
told his wife to watch out. as Schriver 
had threatened to kill him, and he was 
afraid Schriver was coming “after him. 
Later Schriver did come and fired at his 
house, frightening his wife and children. 
He declares that Schriver was getting 
ready to fire again when he shot him. 

He denies that he saw the body after- 
wards or had his wife to touch it, and 
also says that he did not want to leave 
Glynn county, but on the contrary was 
torn by conflicting cmotions as to whether 
it was best to leave or give himself up. 
Later he left and went to his mother’s in 
Camden county, thence to Coffee, where 
he was found. 

Story tells. his side in a plausible and 
convincing manner and it gives the case 
a new light.

WAS CHOSEN UNANIMOUSLY 


Judge E. B. Rosser Elected Vice 
Chairman Also Without Oppo- 
sition—Standing Commit- 
tees Announced—Other 
Work of Board. 


Hon. Forrest Adair was yesterday 
morning elected to the chairmanship of 
the board of county commissioners for 
the year 1902. He succéeds Captain Clif- 
ford L. Anderson, Who admirably filled 
the position during the past year. Judge 
E.'B. Rosser was elected vice chairman 
for the ensuing year. 

There was no opposition to Commis- 
sioner Adair and he was elected unani- 
mously. The same condition prévailed in 
the election of Judge Rosser. Mr. Adair 
was nominated by Captain .Anderson and 
Commissioner Walter R. Brown placed 
Judge Rosser in nomination for the place 
of vice chairman. 

Captain Anderson made a few happy 
remarks in retiring from the chairman- 
ship, stating that it was an unwritten 
law of the board that a new chairman 
should be elected each year and that he 
did not desire to be considered a candi- 
date for reelection. He concluded by 
nominating Commissioner Adair as his 
successor, referring to him in a compli- 
mentary manner. Judge Rosser second- 
ed the nomination ahd Mr. Adair was 
elected, Commissioner Brown then nomi- 
nated Judge Rosser foravice chairman, 
the nomination being seconded by Judge 
H. E. W. Palmer. 

On taking the chair Commissioner 
Adair asked that he be excuseq from 
making a speech, but in his characteris- 
tic manner thanked the board for con- 


} ferring on him the honor and also thank- 


ed Captain Anderson for his pleasant 
references to him. The board then settled 
down to routine business.

In the afternoon Chairman Adair an- 
nounced the standing committees for the 
year as follows:

Quarantine and Sanitation—Anderson, 
chairman; Brown, Rosser. 

As forecasted in yesterday morning's 
Constitution a number of citizens ap- 
peared before the board to seek release 
from the penalty of double taxation. Al- 
though the excuses did not come up to 
the full requirements of the law, the re- 
leases were granted, the commissioners 
giving the applicants the benefit of the 
doubt. 

The salary of Chief A. Q. Turner and 
the twelve county policemen was in- 
creased $5 per month. This gives Chief 
Turner a salary of $85 and the policemen 
a salary of $65. This was done on motion 
of Judge Rosser. On motion of .Chair- 
man Adair the salary of the janitor of 
the court house was increased from $1,500 
per year to $1,700 on account of the in- 
creased duties occasioned by the new an- 
nex. 

Action was taken in an effort to secure 
the much talked of asphalt paving on 
the streets about the court house. On 
motion of Commissioner Brown it was 
decided that the public works. committee 
of the board and the committee of the 
bar association communicate with the 
city council and request that an-appro- 
priation be made for the city’s share of 
the work. The tollowing compose the bar 
committtee: Messrs. John B. Goodwin, E. 
W. Martin and T. F. Corrigan. 

W. C. Shearer was elected to succeed 
himself as a member of the board of ex- 
aminers of stationary engineers. All of the 
district road commissioners, with four 
exceptions, were reelected. William Gilli- 
land succeeds W. W. Tracy in Cooks dis- 
trict; C. C. Housé& succeeds W. C Peavy 
in Buckhead district; George N. Butler 
succeeds W. B. Woodall in South Bend 
district and Jacob W. Yarbrough suc- 
ceeds A. P. Liddell in Peachtree district. 
J. R. Hall was elected as supernumerary 
No. 5.0n the county police force and J. W. 
Chambers was advanced to fourth place. 
The change was occasioned by the with. 
drawal of William Gilllland from the list.

SOAP MAKERS 10 UNITE 


Southern Association of Manufactur- 
ers To Be Organized. 


WILL BE TO PROTECT TRADE 


Atlanta’s Soap Manufactory May 
Join the Association—Secretary 
Miies Talks of the Plan. 


It is probable that at an early date the 
soap manufacturers in the south will or- 
geanize an association for the purpose of 
better regulating the soap trade. The 
organization will be known as the South- 
ern Soap Manufacturers’ Association if 
the plan now on foot is consummated. 

There is a large soap factory in At- 
lanta, and the company has been ap- 
proached about the matter, but the man- 
agement ha® reached no decision as t9 
what courge will be pursued if the organ- 
ization is perfected. 

The proposed organization, it is claimed, 
will not be in the nature of a trust, and 
will not have for its object the regula- 
tion of prices, Fut will be for the purpose 
of correcting certain methods which have 
been used to the Gcetriment of the trade. 

If the organizatfor is perfected it will 
be one of the largest of the kind ever 
crganized in the south. In nearly every 
city ‘n the south there are soap factories, 
and in some cities there are several. The 
industry has reached a stage when it 
takes its place among the greatest of 
manufacturing enterprises. 

Edward O. Miles, secretary of the Geor- 
gia Soap Company, the only enterprise 
of the kind in Atlanta, states that his 
company has nat decided to enter the 
combine, but may do so. He says the 
soap factories in the Carolinas, in Vir. 
ginia and in Macon and Savannah have 
signified a willingness to enter such an 
organization and all the other soap in- 
dustries in the squth, will join the organ- 
izatton. i= 

It is. believed the. erganization will not 
only benefit the manufacturers, but. will 
2lso Help the tradé4 in such a way as‘ to 
be beneficial to consumers. 

Edward O.. Miles Tallss. 

In speaking of. the proposed combine, 
Mr. Miles said: 

“When approached about the organiza- 
tion I was informed prices wou!d play no 
part in the business of the association. 
All soap manufacturers know there have 
been certain features of the seap industry 
in the south which need regulating. There 
have been, for instance, abuses in adver- 
tising schemes which have been very 
detrimental, not only to the makers of 
soap, but also to.the consumers. It is. 
tu regu@ate such matters the proposed 
combine has been set on foot. We have 
not yet reached a decision as to what 
course our company wil! pursue.” 

If the association is formed it will be 
in a position to cooperate with similar 
associations in the east and West and 
much good to the industry in the south 
may accrue.

There is no change in the corn situation,

is nothing in the way of feed which he geis

will have a new crop of corn to feed: With 
this outlook there does not seem to me any 
reason Why corn should fecline.

the situation. The world’s visible supply Is 
now 20.000 bales more than last year and 
only 230,000 bales less than !899. It is 

1,440,000 bales less than in 1898. The amount 
received from the new crop is practically the 
same as last year, and if the movement falls 
off from now on the tendency of supplies will 
be different from last season after the. turn 
of the year. But the amount of cotton coming 
into sight is so jiberal._ at the moment that 
sentiment over the immediate course of the 
market has wavered. So few are willing to 
ibuy at the,decline that prices sag easily until 
outside buying steadies the market. As far as 
the loca] pit is concerned the number willing 
to sell cotton short is exceedingly small, but 
those willing to buy aggressively for an ad- 
vance are equally limited. 

The majority regard the present reaction 
as merely a temporary setback on a bull mar- 
ket and are inclined to wak for the break in 
prices to buy than to sell short for a material 
decline. As far as general sentiment goes 
those interested in cotton are not convinced 
that the crop is a 10,500,000 bale crop, and 
until the amount in sight shows the govern- 
ment to be wrong sentiment is not expected 
to shift to the side of lower prices. As long 
as. the movement is large a sagging market 
is looked for. The total crop of 1894-95 
was 9,879,000 bales and the movement up 
to January | was 6,995,000 bales. This year 
the amount will be less than 6,600,000 bales, 
so that a 10,500,000 bale crop is far from as- 
sured even with the present large movement.

There will be argued in’ the United 
States court before Judge Newman this 
morning the suit of the Louisville. and 
Nashville Railroad Comany against 
Comptroller General W. A: Wright,. pe- 
tition. for. injunction to prevent him 
from taking steps to collect taxes on 
$1,500,000 stock in the Western Railway 
of Alabama, owned by the Georgia Rail- 
road Company. 

This is cne of the most important suits 
now pending in which the in-

| ferested since it involves taxes on that 
: amount of property for twelve or thirteen 
| years. 
| against the Central of Georgia Railway 
| Company, which owns a like amount of 
| Stock in the Western of Alabama, though

In the argument this morning Attor- 
ney General J. M. Terrell will appear 
for the state while Hon. Boykin Wright, 
of Augusta, will represent Richmond 
which has also a claim against 
Georgia railroad for taxes on this 
The Louisville and Nash- 
ville is represented by King & Spalding, 
of Atlanta.

In 1881 the Gecrgia Railroad ard Bank- 
ing “Company wis lensed for a term of 
ninety-nine years, and that this lease is 
now owned and contrclled by the Louis- 
ville anl Nashville Railroad Company, a 
Kentucky corporation, and the Atlantic 
Coast Line, a Virginia corporation, and 
under its term 4h4¢ Jessees agree to pay 
ail taxes required of the Georgia Rail- 
road and Benking Company. 

Attorney Terrell decided that 
shares of stock in a foreign corporation, 
held by a resident of Georgia. were sub- 
ject taxation as egainst such resi- 
dent in the seme manner as other per- 
scnal property, and that as the Georgia 
Railread ard Banking Ccmpany was a 
Georgia corporation owning shares of 
stock in the Western Railway of Ala- 
bama, it was lfiabl> to the state for taxes 
thereon, and he so advised the comp- 
trollcr g2neral.

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NEEDS OF WATER SYSTEM. 
EMPHASIZED. IN REPORT 


| An excellent report has been prepared 
‘by Judge George Hillyer, president of the 
board of water commissioners, and will 
be submitted to council next Monday af- 
ternoon. The report covers the work of 
the water’ works department during the 
past year and isan interesting docu- 


ment. 
Judge Hillyer calls attention to the 


great need of another reservoir at pump- 
ing station No. 2. He also announces that 
the present filter plant has been entire- 
iy_-outgrown and states that necessary 
additions should be made to it as early 
as. possible this year. He again sounds 
a note of warning regarding the danger 
to water mains from electrolysis, and 
has something to say regarding the me- 
ter system for so-called free water ser- 
vices. 
The full report is as follows: 


To the Hon. Mayor and General Council «f 
the City of Atianta: 

I have the honor to submit herewith on be- 
half of the board of water commissioners, the 
annual report of the water department for the 
year 1901. 

I have much gratification in stating that the 
financial operations of the department have 
been an entire’ success. We began 
with $20,836.59 of unpaid bills coming over 
from the previous year, contracted in the year 
1900, and for which the board of 1901 was 
not responsible. The council of I901 allowed 
us only 5,000 with which to meet the extraor- 
dinary demands and left us to grapple with 
the difficulty the best way we could, They at 
the same time cut down our general appor- 
tionment to the extent of $3,907.95, the ap- 
portionment being $128,907.95 for #900, and 
only $125,000 in 1901, which latter included 
the above special item of $5,000. This de- 
ficiency of resources thus amounted at the be- 
ginning of the present year to the above 
named sum of $20,836.59 of unpaid bille cf 
the year 1900, plus the sum of $3,907.95 re- 
duction in yearly apportionment, .making the 
sum of $24,744.54 extra burden thus laid 
upon the department in 1901, as compared 
with 1900. We are here speaking of the usual 
annual apportionment exclusive of the bond 
election fund, which is separately treated of 
below. 

Doubtless 
that 


the city council hardly expected 
the board of |901 would be able to re- 
trieve the ground entirely, but that we would 
merely make some heavy reduction in the 
amount and carry over a part of tha deficiency 
into the year 1902. It would have been con- 
sidered entirely excusable had we done _ s0. 
But such has been the caution, with firm and 
rigid econemy, exercised by the board of I90I 
during the year just closed as that I have the 
great pride and satisfaction of stating that 
we have in this: one year retrievd the ground 
entirely, have paid every dollar of the old out- 
standing bills of the former year, have paid 
every dollar of the bills of 190! and carry over 
into the new year a small but clear surplus 
of $36.88, so that the department will begin 
next year, with. an absolutely clean balance 
sheet, I think the very able and efficient 
chairman of the finance committee, Mr, Peters, 
with his associates on that committee, and 
our entire board are to be congratulated upon 
this most successful result. There are one or 
two vouchers which ‘reached the comptroller’s 
office too late, as we learn, for him to draw 
and deliver the warrants, but they are fully 
covered and ‘fall within our apportionment 
for the year and the books show a clear bal- 
ance, as above stated, in favor of the depart- 
ment on the year’s operations. 

We have exercised no economy 
fice of good service. We have bought every- 
thing that we needed of the very best of its 
kind. We have employed all the officers and 
men that good services required, and paid 
them well, They have rendered good service 
and have done their duty as suitable and faith- 
ful men should do and it gives me pleasure 
to extend thanks to them all, contributing as 
they have to these good results. I 
to say that the record thus made will challenge 
comparison with any other ever seen in the 
city’s history. 

We have not stinted the department.in 
way in the matter of supplies, but carry 
a good stock of material needed for shop work 
and repairs and the usual surplus sfipply of 
cecal and other material at the pumping sta- 
tions and fikter plant for the proper safety 
and service of the department, amounting in 
the aggregate to thousands of dollars, as 
shown by the regular annual inventory, ren- 
dered and on file by the different branches vf 
the service. 

We have kept all the 
pumping stations in good order. 
siderable. breaks have occurred 
did take place were promptly repaired antl 
duplicate parts provided and all paid for .n 
cash. In fact, I think the pumping engines, 
taken all together, are in better condition 
than they have been for a number of years 


past, 

It is fair to say in the. year 1900 the 
sum of $7,779.14 was expended in building 
the shop at North avenue and Luckie street 
and some four or five thousands in park im- 
provements at No. 2 station, the latter not 
originally authoried by the board of last year, 
but afterwards ratified by a majority of it. 

year we expended $2,659.79 on the 

and nothing on park improvement, save 

dollars weekly during the proper sea- 

We have also expended this year $2,932,- 

59 on foundation for the new pump, and some- 

thing over $1,400 in new houses for opera- 

tives, one at the river and the other at No, 2 

station, and had $3,907.95 less money in the 

1901 apportionment to start with, which is 

proper to be considered in comparing the two 
years. 

So it will be perceived that any necessary 
and proper extraordinary expenses in the year 
1900 will compare in amount with expenses 
of the same class in the year 190}. 

Let us hope that the buard of 1902, in the 
same spirit of generous emulation, may be 
able to go further and do better than we have 
done. The good showing we make ought to 
give the mayor and council of 1902 reason- 
able confidence ir trusting to this department 
the means for still further improvement so 
much needed .n our water system. 


New Reservoir. 


The board of waten commissioners at their 
last meeting by a formal vote, requested me to 
lay before the mayor and council] the. very 
urgent need of a new duplicate reservoir for 
increased storage capacity, better sedimenta- 
tion and increased safety to the city. 

The city has already outgrown the present 
reservoir. We have for years recommended 
anew one. What a pity that the call was not 
heeded. We foresaw the coming difficulty 
and gave the city warning of it. Had the work 
been begun four years ago, at comparatively 
small expense incurred each year,\ a duplicate 
reservoir would now have been very nearly 
or quite finished, When the new works were 
erected—say nine years ago—the reservoir then 
constructed heid from thirty to forty days’ 
supply. We had been pumping only ‘about 
2.500,000 gallons per day. We are now pump- 
ing nearly 7,000,000 gallons per day on an 
average. If, by a freshet, or a fire, explosion 
or some unforeseen accident to the river plant 
it should be totally destroyed, the city would 
probably be totally without water for many 
days before repair could be made. Atlanta is 
not like other cities we could name situated 
in a valley on the bank of a stream. where 
people can haul water, if necessary, for a few 
days until the crisis has passed. Atlanta is 
on a mountain. The water flowing any where 
around it In any of the streams short 
river, north of the mouth of 
Peachtree creek,is contaminated. We have filled 
up most of the: wells because they were danger- 
ous and unfit for use. A-population of 100.000 
pecple are dependent on our water works every 
day. In case of a break in the public water 
supply of Atlanta, lasting a week or less, prob- 
ably half our population would have to mov; 
even if many of them had to walk away, and 
" away until the pumps could be started 
again, 

An empty reservoir would be an unspeak- 
able evil. It is a preventable evil. The board 
of water commissioners quits itself of the re- 
sponsibility in the matter when it again plain- 
ly points out the danger, gives the city govV- 
ernment warning whilst there is yet time to 
avert it, and asks from the authority 
the purse strings for the means before 
too late to avert such a calamity.

Danger from Electrolysis. 


We again call attention to the danger of 
injury ‘to water pipes from electrolysis. There 
las ¢n amongst bcth practical and svcien- 
title men everywhere most thorougl . research 
and investigation on this interesting subject. 
It is now nearly or quite universally held 
by ihe persons who krow anything about the 
matter that wherever water pipec in the 
ground are allowed to carry any pecrtion. of 
electric currents, efther those of lighting 
plants or street cart, tmat there is inevitable, 
cettain and contiiwous injury, which wili re- 
sult sooner or later in rendering them wn- 
safe. The rapidity of injury depends alone 
on the amount of current, and specialists are 
now well nigh agreed that there is no safety 
for the water pipes but to take the current 
off cf tnem. There is no middle ground and 
should be no compromise in this matter, We 
are prepared to show a committee of your 
body facts and evidence which we think con- 
viieing that the only wise course is to keep 
the «currents off of the pipes and mains. This 
courze is also undoubtedly best for the com- 
panies generating the currents, because the 
courts univerally hold that they are lable 
when damage occurs, and the expense of tak- 
ing care of the electric currents properly is a 
mere trifle when compared to the danger and 
damages to which serious or permanent injury 
to the pipes would inevitably subject them 
as well as the ptblic. 

If a break’ should occur from this cause 
in one of the mains during a fire the loss 
ray amount to millions fur want of water 
with which to combat the fire before the 
break could be found or located and repair- 
ed. But it 1s useless to argue the matter. 
The proposition proves itself. Our water 
mains should be as far as possible permanent 
and safe, instead of eaten away and weak, 
and made so by this subtle danger. The ex- 
isting ordinance on this subject should, in 
our jucgement, be made unconditional, by mak- 
ing it absolutety imperative to take the cur- 
rent off of the pipes 


As to Tubercles. 


It is one of the penalties of having an e€x- 
ceptionally soft and wholesome water free 
from bareness and impregnated with traces 
of iron, that there should be liable to the 
formation of deposits or nodules, principally 
oxide of ircn on the insid> of the pipes. And 
there are causes for suspecting that these 
deposit: ere aggravated by the presence of 
electric currents before mentioned. The evil 
exists in our mains to a serious degree. We 
have taken measures against it by providing 
man holes in all the newly laid larger mains, 
located at suitable distances so as to admit 
of getting into tre mains and by using of 
Lroper appliances to have them scraped or 
cleared out at suitable intervals. 

The tubercles are already formed in all’ of 
the mains that have been in the ground for 
as much as two or three years. They exist 
to such an extent as by friction as well as 
actual diminution of caliber, to diminish the 
carrying capacity or deficiency or every one 
of the old mains. This diminished capacity 
there is, of course, no way clearly measuring, 
but it amounts to probably one-third or 
n ore, P 

A funi showld be set apa‘t and devoted 
every yea: to the purpose of going into the 
old pipes by proper means and with suit- 
able appliances for swabbing and cleaning 
them out. This work should be commenced 
this year and a material part of it done dur- 
ing 1902. At the proper time we will sub- 
mit estimates for this ttem of expense. 


Meters for ‘‘Free Service.’’ 


The meter system is more and more vin- 
dicated by experience. After some years’ 
agitation, there is now a quite general con- 
sensus of opinion that the so-called ‘‘free ser- 
vices’’ should all be put on a pay basis. We 
have, with the concurrence of the city coun- 
cil, provided meters for,all the free services 
for. the city, and requfred meters for _ all 
services to the county and to charities. The 
work of putting them in is now nearly 
completed, and we wil] soon put the system 
in full operation. - This’ will. be no_ bur- 
den to the city. We will furnish an esti- 
mate by whicih thé@ére can be in the annual 
apportionment: an -allowance made for each 
department for water bills, and these bills 
wi.l be paid as a mere matter of form by 
the city’s check to herself; so that the item 
will in each instance appear on both sides of 
the balanee sheet, 

Our observstion the 
different ‘lepartments are quite desirous of 
checking unnecessary waste of water. A 
meter is the only efficiefit means of enabling 
them to do so, and we belieVe that the city 
will have their’ cordiat. cooperation in this 
important reform. 


Erection of New Engine. 


The new engine at Ne 2 station Is 
well under way and nearing completion. It 
was delayed for many, months during the 
vear by the strike ‘tn "thé Shops of the Holly 
Manufacturing Company. It will be finished 
and put in operation,,.@s we estimate, about 
the Ist of March. 

‘The first payment on #t, amounting to the 
sum of $24,569.25, will we due and should 
be promptly met as scon as the January ap- 
tortionment is made up. 

The new battery of boilers at No, 2 sta- 
tion is now placed and paid for. The steam 
connections for the same have been contract- 
ed for and wth teAn ahape for serv.ce for 
the new engine.

The new pumping engine is\a magnificent 
piece of machinery, of -which ‘the city may 
well be proud, and.with these additions, as 
as human foresight can state, the city 
be safe from any breakdown or acci-

Bond Election Fund. 


In what we have stated above, except as 
reference is had to the ordi- 
nary apportionment and operation of the de- 
partment exclusive of the bond election fund. 

The bonds voted by th2 people sold for the 
sum of $207,011.67. For a detailed account 
of th: size of mains and streets on which 
they are laid and instances covereli out of 
this fund, I refer to the superintendent’s re- 
port, The work Ras Peen much delayed by 
rain in the latter part of the year and in the 
early summer; and also by the conduits and 
other structures in thé way; but it is well 
and skillfully done. 

Most of the expenditure has thus far, and 
naturally, been devoted to the larger mains, 
and they are drawing well nigh toward com- 
pletion when the year ends. It is the small 
mains yet to be laid that will in the largest 
degree reach the people and give them water 
in their homes. The increase of revenue from

year after from this cause. 

The beneficial effect of these 
is well illustrated in the fact that whereas 
before we began work, it required 125 pounds 
to the square inch at No. 2 pumping station, 
to give adequate pressure in the city we have 
already been enabled to reduce that pressure 
at the pumping station 15 pounds, and we ex- 
pect that when the connections are all made 
in the center of the city, a still further re- 
duction of IQ pounds can safely be made, 
yet give just as good domestic pressure and 
service in the city 8s was the case before 
this general improvement was begun. This 
means a large saving in coal bills. 

The superintendent's report will show how 
much of this subject of equipment fund re- 
mained unexpended at the close of the year, 
and we will submit at the proper time an ac- 
curate estimate showing how much is needed 
to put the finished work on the streets as 
scheduled and laid before the people before 
they voted the bonds. 

It is apparent, however, that it will be im- 
possible to make first paymem on the new en- 
gine out of the bond election fund, 
would be wrong in principle to do so. 
necessity Of the situation imperatively requires 
that the engine be paid for under regular an- 
nual apportionment by the city. 

We will embody the usual schedule of an- 
nual income of the water department from 
the time the works were built to date. This 
is a most interesting document, This table, 
however, shows only part of the city’s in- 
come from her water works, If ehe had to pay 
for water as she does for electric lights and 
gas, the water used by the city annually 
would cost, estimated by the standard by 
which other cities pay. ¢ 

This is just as real an element of income 
as if it were cash and the water department 
should have eredit for it in constdering the 
wisdom and utility. of the city’s investment 
in her water pliant. 

In closing permit me to quote what I have 
faid in former reports as explaining her 
fixed policy.
